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Washington—Disappointed natural- 


ly that the Geneva conference has 
lasted so long the attitude of the Uni- 
ted States government nevertheless 
one of tolerance and patience. Again 
American diplomacy, accustomed to 
frankness at the outset, has discov- 
ered that European diplomacy cannot 
ihake off its prediction for maneuver- 
ins and bargaining. 


Judging from the tenor of the dis- 


patches giving the atmosphere of the 
conference, the competitive spirit has 
not been erased from the minds of the 
naval experts and to a certain extent 
it is felt here this has ruled the liana 
of the British diplomats. If this had 
been the first conference in which ef- 
forts to bargain-had occurred, officials 
would have been inclined to become ir- 
ritated. But ever since the United 
States became an active participant 
in European councils ten years ago, 
America has lea'rned that no" interna- 
tional conference is complete without 
its "deadlock" and "crisis." Hugh Gib- 
son, American ambassador 
who is 


chairman of the delegation at Geneva, 
has had a long experience with the 
round-about methods of foreign diplo- 
mats, and he has ' sensed from the 


" start that the Tightness of the Ameri- 


can position would 
be recognized 


when all the facts were made avail- 
able to the public. 


PROGRAM PREPARED ABROAD 
Indeed, all the proposals made by 


the American delegation were careful- 
ly worked out many' months In ad- 
vance, not with the idea of trading or 
compromising or. dickering. 
but of 


reaching by practical methods an un- 
derstanding an/J an agreement. 


The Japenese delegation, it is assum- 


ed here, entered the conference with 
somewhat the same idea namely to lim- 
it naval armaments as low as possible 
so as tocut down expenses and save the 
Japanese nation from an increase in 
economic burdens that have been 
weighing so heavily ever since, the 
earthquake. 


There, is no disposition here to cri- 


ticize the British for their 
anxiety 


about the detailed strength of the Bri- 
tish navy, because it is known how 
traditionally powerful has been the 
sentiment of Great Britain, with t re- 
spect to control of the high seas. 


It is realized that if the British cab- 


inet appeared too eager to cut down 
the British navy there might be a re- 
action politically •which would impair 
the prestige of the present 
govern- 


ment. It is known-also that the Bri- 
tish have had an eye on'the possible 
upbuilding of auxiliary craft by France 
and Italy which 'might disturb the 
equilibrium. There is little inclination 
to attribute to Britain any reluctance 
to pennit the United States to haie 
a navy of equal size with ihat of Great 
Britain and it is rather felt th'at the 
British have been trying to hold to 
the higUcst possible limit for auxiliary 
craft so as to achieve a certain 
strength irrespective of whether the 
United States builds up to the limit 
agreed upon. Britain knows the fickle- 
ness of the American congress with 
respect to naval appropriations 
and 


has much more fear of unrestricted 
naval competition from 
European 


countries than from America. On the 
whole the conference is proceeding 
more or less along expected lines and 
this is the paramount reason for the 
confidence that prevails here that the 
Geneva conference will soon reach a 
worthwhile agreement.

marble church at Curtca de Arges, 
beside the ashes of his great uncle, 
Carol, whose work he extended.

utes was a huge wreath of fleur de lys 
and a pilow of white roses, placed by 
Queen Marie after the interment Sun- 
day. The pillow was placed in behalf 
of former Cro\vn Prince Carol, w-ho 
renounced his rights to the throne, 
and now is living virtually in exile 
in France.

camped with the machine. 


Although there arc sometimes several 


ways to lock the same car. most drivers 
do not bother to lock them all and some 
leave their cars entirely unlocked. If only 
the doors are locked the thief uses his 
glass cutter. If only the ignition switch is 
locked the thief short circuits the wiring. 
A steering wheel lock offers 
more ob- 


struction to the thief, as does a transmis- 
sion lock. Most drivers who have the lat- 
ter two conveniences rarely use them, 
how'ever.

ten minutes after they are parked it'is not 
a ten minute job by no means. Oftentimes 
days are consumed in observing the hab-^ 
its of the owners before attempting- the 
theft. 


The stolen automobile menace affects

It behooves him 
therefore to be vigilant and aid in reduc- 
ing the number of thefts.

has no established disease which may make his a 
poor risk. A health examination is for the purpose 
of determining whether the individual has the high- 
est degree of health attainable. A life insurance ex- 
amination 
ignores 
the 
applicant's mode of life, 


habits, general hygiene, except in one or two sal- 
ient features. A periodic health examination care- 
fully considers these factors for the individual's -wel- 
fare. Life insurance companies often ^accept risks 
•without a medical examination—they are willing to 
gamble on the applicant's'apparent health, in cer- 
tain forms of industrial 
insurance—the' premium 


being high enough to cover the risk—and in -group 
insurance schemes. In the periodic health examin- 
ation apparent health is taken at its actual value, 
which is not much. The picture of health is not re- 
liable. Many actually sick people look quite well.

cism of the work of that so-setter in 
literature a? I have seen. 


Barton had devoted a long passage 


to exemplification of the well known 
idea that simplicity is synonymous 
with greatness. The great man is 
simple and natural he usues '•sim- 
ple words, wears plain clothes.' In 
brief ,the greatness of his mind is in 
in\erse ratio to the display he makes 
of it. On the other hand, the 
man is likely to make himself appear 
big by using big words and making 
a display of his accomplishments. 


All of it good orthodox doctrine — 


even though it is not by any means 
always true. However it js probably 
true enough "for a generalization. ^A.s 
long as he generalized Bruce was on 
safe cnqjgh ground. His theme of 
course was that Jesus was great and 
the idea he wished to bring out was 
that the greatness 
of Jesus, was 


.shown by his use of words. Barton 
took the Lord's' prayer as an ex- 
ample. He devoted a great deal of at- 
tention to the opening phrase, "Our 
father which art in heaven." 


Xotice the simplicity of 'it, 
said 


Barton • — a phrase made up of short 
words. Jesus loved short words and 
lie made liberal use of them. Even in 
this opening phrase df the greatest 
and most perfect prayer in histc-.^ 
he confined himself to words of one' 
syllable and in no case did he use 
word's of more than two 
syllables. 


The idea' was good for a great deal 
of writing that was extremely plau- 
sible. In his .own phraseology, he 
"sold" the idea to his /readers. 
. But the radical critic to whom I 
refcred above refused to swallow an 
idea merely because it was plausible. 
His first thought was that Jesus did 
not speak in English, Hence it was 
worth while looking into the original. 
I am taking his word for it when lie 
asserts that in the Aramaic, which 
Jesus used. The /frhrase with which 
the Lord's prayer opens is not by any 
means made up of short and simple 
words but. of words that would make 
the whole Bruce 
Barton 
argument 


look ridiculous. Xot 
knowing 
Ar- 


amaic, I am taking the statement at 
second hand.

position of palming off as first-hand

ly the thing that characterizes the 
Bruce Barton type ot mind. That 
kind of writer asks only that an Idea 
appear plausible. He straichtway sets 
it forth -solemnly as fact and expends 
all W« tncrsies on "selling" the al- 
leged fact to Ms readers. It is one of 
the most vicious practices of a con- 
siderable class of writers. They judge 
Meas solely hy their "scJHns" qual- 
ities. If il can't be "sold" to the read- 
er it sln't-truth for them. If It can 
be, 
St Isn't true. It bwynes more 


or loss tni«». That type of writer «le- 
pcnds on the general isnorancc of his 
reader to carry liim along. The sad 
part if it Is lhat he is usually popu- 
lar. 


Tho other extreme is the <5ry-as- 


•luKt .scholar who »<x?n»«« to think that 
an i-loa. mu.st of necessity be untrue 
If it Is Interesting. He scorns neetlnp 
the pnWtc half way and expending 
any art on maWn« a dull fact palat- 
aWo for 
public consumption.- He 


thinks that nothing can l*s "rchol- 
arly" that many people arc interested 
In-

But that altitude Is to bo urcfcrmJ 


by far Ji the salesmanship attitude 
towanl literature. When Brwce Bar- 
ton *V»M" Jesus Christ to the world 
a* a hlsh-powered salesman J-Js was 
himself a Wsh-powciV'l xaJesnwn and 
a nhrrwd analyst ot contemporary 
psychology. The only tronblo v.1th U 
IK th.it w ?*t out of i« a Jesus who 
ha* pa*s«1 through 
the 
m!i<<J' of 


Bruc* Barton, who Js a salesman Jo 
hi* to*nai!?. and not 1he oriental Je-

be. 


Usually each age reconstructs its 


heroes in its own image and it is 
vSignificant that it has remained for 
bur age to convert-Jesus into a sales- 
man. That fact to some is the most 
damning criticism tliat can be. made 
on the age, to others doubtless the 
highest praise.

Editor's Note—This is the second of

Hoover's own ideas on. flood preven- 
tion, and revealing Hoover's remark- 
able career, which enables him to tac- 
kle and carry through the biggest,, jobs 
in the world.

New Orleans, La.—"This flood," 


toys Herbert Hoover, "unprecedented 
in our whole history, is having four 
stages from the point of view of public 
action. 


"The first stage was> the rescue of 


the people from the water. 


"The second stage was the care of 


those exiled from home.. 


"The third stage is their return to 


home, with provisions for getting them 
back to self support. 


"The fourth stage is flood control, 


so that it will not happen again. 


RECONSTRUCTION PROBLEM 
"The third stage—reconstruction— 


is now upon us. It presents an intric- 
acy of problems most difficult of solu- 
tion. "Where the water has drained 
t>ft to a point where it is possible to 
plant normal crops the direction which 
reconstruction can take is 
plain 


enough. But in the laggard waters a 
multitude of new problems present 
themselves, the solution of which must 
,take time. 


"In the main we have four great 


arms with ..which to fight this battle. 
The first is the resolution and courage 
of the people involved. The second is 
the Red Cross. The third is the Agri- 
cultural Loan Corporation which we 
have constructed by joint action of the 
banks and business concerns of the 
fentire United States, these being sup- 
ported in turn by arrangements made 
through the federal government for 
rediscount privileges with ..the Inter- 
mediate credit bank. The fourth ^arm 
Is the State Reconstruction commission 
appointed by the governors to mobilize 
the full forces of the flooded states. 


HEALTH MUST BE GUARDED 
"The purpose of reconstruction is 


not to restore losses. That would be 
beyond the capacity of any 
service. 


Its purpose is to give help to the in- 
dividual family to enable it to fight its 
way back to self-support. 


"One of the reconstruction problems 


Is that of sanitation. I believe we have 
formed a plan to which we will draw 
the support of not only the Red Cross 
but also of the state governments and 
of various other institutions of 
first 


Importance. It is proposed that this 
plan shall extend over IS months in 


THIS COULD BE AVOIDED, HOOVER SAYS 


an effort to eliminate malaria and oth- 
er diseases from the flood area." 


The country at large understands 


pretty well the debt that It owes t6 
the organizing and executive ability of 
Herbert Hoover, as exemplified by his 
work in the Mississippi flood recon- 
struction work, but it probably does 
not know just how busy Mr. Hoover 
has been during the last few months. 


HOOVER ALWAYS ON JOB- 


No one connected with the relief and 


reconstruction work has put in long- 
er hours, or filled his hours more thor- 
oughly than the secretary of com- 
merce. 


He has been up at 6:30 nearly every 


day. He plans his day's work as he 
shaves and bathes and dresses. 
. 


He has consulted with hundreds of' 


officials. Red Cross workers, bankers, 
business men, • governors, adjutant gen- 
erals, engineers. H*e has made inspec- 
tion trips over the whole flood dis- 
trict. He knows the ground intimate- 
ly.His work day usually has lasted till 
10:30 at night, for when it is too dark 
to see, he spends more time with peo- 
ple in conference. His whistle blows 
at 10:30, and he stops work pretty 
near to the dot. Then comes his only 
relaxation—reading detective stories. 


FLOOD PREVENTION IDEAS 


While active in organizing his re- 


construction work, he has at the same 
time been able to keep in his mind 
steps for preventing future disasters 
of this kind, and now, with relief well 
in hand, he is concentrating on^the 
fourth phase of his work. 


"Regarding 
flood 
control," says 


Hoover, "the president has through 
the secretary of war. directed that a 
plan for control be submitted to Con- 
'gress at the next session. 
* 


"I believe that this will never hap- 


pen again. I have pledged every ef- 
fort that I can make to do my share 
so that it will never happen again. 
Senators and 
representatives 
from7 


Washington have toured the floodei 
states and have seen with their own 
eyes what I have seen. The solution o 
this problem will be uppermost in the 
minds of Congress when the next ses 
sion opens this autumn. 


AX EDUCATION* 


"The American people have had an 


education in the liabilities of this dis 
aster to the nation as a .whole. I be 
liex'e that education renders the pas 
sage of adequate legislation a certain 
ty, and I believe that with the added 
security to property and life that sucl 
legislation will bring, the south wil 
take a new step forward that will am 
ply compensate the losses which thi 
south has just borne—however grea 
those losses maybe." 


"Then the people of the valley can 


feel that they can go to sleep in the 
belief that the problem is solved?" Mr 
Hoover was asked.

"You can never 'go to sleep on' any 


thing in this world," he replied. "Now 
is the time as never before to keep ef- 
ficiently functioning the organization 
born of this flood disaster." 


HOOVER ON FLOOD CONTROL 


"In human terms this Mississippi River flood of 1927 means 750,000 


people flooded. 600.000 driven from their homes or made dependent upon 
relief." v

"The economical loss will probably run from $200,000,000 to $400.- 


000,000." 
- "That 1,500,000 of our countrymen should continue to live in such 


Jeopardy is unthinkable." 


"America will spend more than $30,000,000 on flood relief in one form 


or another this year, and that is but a small part." 


"Every worker, every farmer, every investor in the United States 


will bear some part of the shock." 


"All engineerinjr plans for flood control of the river must be re- 


vised in the light of 1927. They must be revised as against any possible 
combination of floods from the tributaries." 


"The main thing is a plan bold and strong enough to deal with the 


question in finality,.for we must live with this river for thousands of 
years yet." 


"The lex-ee system must be revised and strengthened. Above all we 


must have some other safety devices to relieve the strain on the levee 
system in periods of super-floods, and make them "absolutely sure once 
and for all." 
, 
"Spillways in Ix>uisiana are proposed. 
There are approximately 


three spillway locations. The Atchafaiaya River. Some spot on the 
Mississippi east bank above New Orleans opening direct into Lake Pont- 
chartrain. Some spot on the Mississippi east bank below Xe\v Orleans, 
approximately where the levee was dynamited at Caernarvon. Reser- 
voirs in the upper reaches of all tributaries are also proposed." 


"I am convinced that our engineers can develop plans that will con-

WISCONSIN HISTORY 


World Famous Men Had Part 


in Early 
State 


Settlement of 


Green Bay—M5)—Fo- three centuries 


Green Bay's history has been an in- 
tegral part of Wisconsin's history, be 
ginning with the advent of the first 
settler in a birch canoe. 


For one hundred and fifty years, the 


history of this city is the history o: 
Wisconsin. 
Trade 
and communities 


started other communities as the 
•gradual influx of settlers and traders 
caused an expansion of the state into 
today's great commonwealth. 


Fur trading was the principal "in 


dustry" and military forts were plac 
ed at Green Bay (Ft- Howard); a 
Prairi du Chien (ft. Crawford), and 
at Portage (Ft. Wlnnebago) in order to 
protect the trade along the Fox-Wis 
consin water course. Many distin 
guished men were stationed ?t thesi 
forts during the early days of Wiscon 
sin. Zachary Taylor, later president o: 
the United States, had charge of, Ft 
Crawford, and" Fefferson Davis, later 
president of the southern confederacy 
was a lieutenant at Ft. Winnebago. 


With the opening of land offices at 


Green Bay and Mineral Point in 1834 
settlers began to pour in through Mil- 
waukee, by way of Chicago, up the 
Mississippi, and overland from Illinois 
Ohio. Indiana and Kentucky. So rapit 
were the sales to both settlers and 
speculators that by Dec. 1, 1S36 nearlj, 
000.000 acres had been recorded and 
the territory 'was organized. 


News of the home offerings In Wis- 


consin', spread rapidly to foreign lands 
and the Swiss government financec 
a colony at Xew Glarus, which has be- 
come the center of the foreign cheese 
trade of the United States. German 
imigrunts settled in Milwaukee and 
along the Lake Michigan shore. Nor- 
wegian Immigrants spread over many 
southern Wisconsin counties.

therein has been removed, if. in the 
case of Choddar or brick cheese, it 
contains less than 30 per cent milk 
fat in the dry substance, or in the case 
of Emnienthaler cheese, it contains 
less than 43 per cent of milk fat in the 
dry substance, except such cheese is 
10 inches in diameter and 9 inches in 
height. 


"It was, and is now. unlawful to 


manufacture for sale, sell, offer 
for 


sale, or have in possession with intent 
to sell, any Cheddar cheese containing 
more than 39 per cent of moisture, or 
any brick cheese containing more 
than 43 per cent of moisture. 


WELFARE AT STAKE

be built upon cheese of high quality; 
that deficiency in milk fat and excess 
of water are ear marks of poor qual- 
ity cheese, and that a first essential 
for high quality cheese is clean milk. 
In efforts for high quality cheese, I be- 
speak and hope to have the sincere co- 
operation of the best thoughts of the 
cheese industry. 


"I also believe it to be rny duty, 


prescribed by law, to prosecute when- 
ever I can obtain the required evi- 
dence necessary to convict, all .per- 
sons who violate the laws relating to 
cheese, not only those who manufac- 
ture unlawful cheese, but also those 
who aid and abet the unlawful man- 
ufacture by,selling and passing the 
prescribed product into the channels 
of trade with profit to themselves.. I 
shall not shirk that duty, but comply 
with it to the best of my ability."

'INSTITUTIONS MAY 


BE UNDER ONE BOARD 


Single Elective Commission 
, 0f Eleven Members Is Pro- 


posed 


Madison — Flans for departmental 


consolidations have taken a new turn 
with the result that the assembly has 
passed a measure to merge all of the 
cduactional activities of tho state into 
a single clcctlre.board of~elcven mem- 
bers. After practically no opposition-in 
tho house the bill will reach the sen- 
ate Tuesday for consolidation. 


The measure was offered by Assem- 


blyman FravrJft E. Lawson, Walworth. 
and had been endorsed by a legislative 
committee which made an investiga- 
tion of conflicting departmental activ- 
ities . Trie assembly approved the 
measure 53 to 8. t 


Leading- educational authorities of 


the. state have offered little opposition 
to the advancement of the measure. 
At the hearing last week, a represen- 
tative of the normal schools and of 
the vocational schools appeared, but 
there was no opposition from the state 
university. 
/ 


The bill is sweeping in its provi- 


sions. It abolishes the present separate 
boards of regents for the university, 
normal schools, vocational schools and 
mining schols and creates a single 
board of ten members to be elected 
next April, for terms varying 
from 


two to six years. The state superin- 
tendent of schools, also an elective offi- 
cial, is made ex officio member of the 
board. Members of the board are al- 
lowed to devote sixty days each year 
to the duties at a salary of $20 a day. 
The new board would operate in the 
capitol. 
POWERS OF PROPOSED BOARD 
While the present boards of regents 


are abolished, subsidiary boards to look 
after the management of the different 
institutions are to be a'ppointed by the 
central elective educational board. The 
central board would have supervision 
of all of the finances of the schools, 
make the budgets, outline educational 
policies'and suggest a building- pro- 
gram to the legislature. The adminis- 
trative boards appointed by the elec- 
tive'body would be charged-with the 
administrative-details: of carrying out 
the policies outlined. AH of the educa- 
.tional boards of the state are now ap- 
pointed by the governor.4 


The whole field for the training of 


teachers is within thex control of the 
proposed board. In addition to the 
normals, the new board supervises the 
31 county training schools, which are 
now under the direction of the state 
superintendent. 
The board would also 


have supervision of the common and 
high schols of the state, with author- 
ity to outline courses of study. - 
.. , 


' Bickerings between the various edu- 
cational institutions of the state seems ' 
to be the main spring for the assembly 
action. Assemblyman J. D. -Millar, 
Dunn county, head of the educational 
committee of the house, believes that 
only by an elective central board will 
it be possible to coordinate the educa- 
tional -work of the state and place 
their demands before the legislature 
on a parity. 


Senate action on the bill will be 


close. Because of its far reaching ef- 
fects, it is probably the mo.st impor- 
tant educational bill before the legis- 
lature.

Testing of headlights on automo- 


biles will be discussed by Mayor A. 
C. Rule and Chief of Police George 
Prim Tuebday morning when a tag 
system used in Waukesha 
will be 


considered. The city council gave the 
chief authority at its last meeting to 
devise a way of notifying motorists 
to regulate headlights. 


The tags used in Waukasha set 


forth the law regarding the lights and 
contain a catalog of possible defects 
to be checked. Policemen have au- 
thority to stop cars with defective 
lights and tag the cars. 


A section of the tag is retained by 


the officer who takes the number of 
the automobile and notes the apparent 
defect wroner in the lights. The driv- 
ers are required to report to testing 
stations' where tests are made, free, but 
if defects are found the driver pays 
for the repairs. 


The state regulations require two 


headlights the elimination of danger- 
ous glare, a taillight, and a minimum 
permissible road light. 


The council discussed the matter of 


testing" lights but left the matter in 
the" hands of the chief for investiga- 
tion. One of the most prevalent evils 
of head lights is wrong adjustment, 
it was believed. 
Lights are often 


turned up instead of down throwing 
the glare into the eyes of oncoming 
drivers. Testing of lights would tend 
to eliminate 
the difficulty, it 
was 


thought.

Lisbon, Portugal — i"My country 


chiefly produces three things—cork, 
port wine, and revolutions. It exports 
cork and port wine, .but it keeps its 
revolutions for home consumption." 


This witticism is attributed to ex- 


Kins Manuel of Portugal 
who has 


been in exile, mainly in England and 
France, since he was booted out six- 
teen years ago. Life in Portugal since 
that time has been one darn revolu- 
tion after another, each dictator in 
turn being the one who for a short 
time had control of the army. 


Some of th'e revolutions have been 


costly, and blood has been shed, as in 
one rumpus when Lisbon was shelled 
by tho navy. Others have been blood- 
less, such as the turnovers of May and 
July this year. 


In the meantime, the bad roads of 


Portugal have gone from 
bad to 


worse, the school system has utterly 
broken down, taxes nave mounted, 
business has been disorganized, and 
the bulk of the money in the treasury 
has been spent on the army and the 
bureaucracy. 


ARMY IS FARCE 


The army, as an army to fight any- 


body but Portuguese, Is a joke. It is 
an army of poorly-uniformed, under- 
paid and often under-fed little toy sol- 
diers. You should-«ee them, as I have, 
on a broiling summer day in Lisbon, 


lounging about the/streets In light 
gray linen uniforms which would need 
ten boilings to cleanse. Tho Yankee 
who said you should buy the whole 
army with two weeks back pay was 
probably right. 


Portugal lias just had its seven- 


teenth i evolution since the republic 
was established. 
The same seven- 


teenth dictator, took the army away 
from tho sixteenth and immediately 
imprisoned his predecessor. 


Late in Jlay General Gomes da Cos- 


ta made a prommciamcnto against 
tho government. 
Supported by the 


army, he ordered the cabinet to resign. 
It did so and then the President. Ber- 
nardino 
Machcdo, did likewise on 


June 1. Before leaving office, he made 
Commander Cabacedas of the navy, 
premier. 
Cabacedas was one of Da 


Costa's accomplices. 


On Juno 3 it was announced Por- 


tugal would be ruled by a triumvirate 
composed of Da Costa, Cabacedas and 
General Carmona. 
Then Da Costa 


quarreled with Cabacedas and on June 
16 made him resign the premiership. 
Da Costa became Dictator-premier, 
tee proposed a reform to the constitu- 
tion which 
would make the Portu- 


guese -charter somewhat similar to 
that of the United States. The Presi- 
dent would bo the head of the execu- 
tive power, as m America,' and he 


would have the power to veto laws 
and dissolve the Cortes. Cabinet min 
isters were to be responsible to th' 
President and not to the Cortes, Just 
as 4n tho United States. It was also 
proposed 
radically 
to reform th< 


methods of electing members to thi 
Cortes. 


CARMONA SIEZES POWER 


Da Costa ilred Carmona as minister 


of foreign affairs after a quarrel, bu' 
offered to make him* Portuguese minis 
ter to the Vatican. Carmona declin 
cd, canvassed 
the little toy soldiers 


and found they were ready to stand b> 
him as against the new dictator 
Thereupon he went to see Da Costa 
and gave him the alternative of ar 
rest or resignation. In a speech thi 
previous day. Da Costa had said tha 
if the, army kept quarrelling, he was 
ready to retire from his palace to hi 
third floor flat. He refused to take 
the job of President. 


Whereupon Carmona promptly had 


•the littlo toy soldiers arrest him, car 
him off to one of the toy warships, anc 
see him into exile in the Azores is 
lands. 


For the time being, Carmona is to] 


dog, but in Lisbon, where they wil 
bet on anything, the book bakers ar< 
already taking up a list of the prob- 
abilities as to who will be the eigh 
tcenth dictator.
